TH E WOUNDED GAMBLER. 
Still Living With

Early yesterday morning watchers be­ 
side the wounded m an’s bed thought 
dissolution at hand. 
Howe rallied, 
however, and at a late hour laBt night 
was reported 
resting easily. 
His 
physicians 
state 
that it is not 
likely symptoms alarming or other­ 
wise will develop for at least eight 
days to come. Then they look for a 
crisis. Pywmia, or blood poisoning, is 
feared, and it is thought the prevalent 
warm weather will m ilitate against the 
m an’s chances of recovery. 
Wicks, who shot Howe, occupies 
a cell in the County Jail. He is calm aqd 
collected and says now that “ Butch” and 
Howe assaulted him when he demanded 
his money, and that he shot in self­ 
defense. H e was visited yesterday by a 
num ber of the sporting gentry. 
Addicted to C ocaine. 
On the register at the City Prison ap­ 
pears the name of Jam es McDonald. 
The charge booked against him is 
vagrancy. McDonald has a history. He 
is an educated man and possessed of an 
estate worth nearly $50,000. H e came 
to this city some years ago for his health, 
and it was soon discovered that he was a 
victim of the dread cocaine habit. This 
habit he acquired in the East while 
practicing meuicine. 
It grew upon him 
to 
such 
an 
extent 
that 
at 
times he became a raving maniac. 
His 
exploits, while under the influence 
of this all powerful drug in this city are 
well known. On Sunday he took to the 
drug and it became necessary to arrest 
and detain him , as he was dangerous at 
large. The only charge that could be 
placed against him was vagrancy. His 
friends, it is understood, will take him 
East when he is sufficiently recovered to 
travel. At the station diamonds and 
jewelry valued at over $2,000 were taken 
from McDonald and placed in the safe in 
the office.

A ugust 4tli th e L att D ay to Becom e 
N atu ralized . 
It ia the im portint duty of every Demo­ 
crat to see to it immediately that all who 
are eligible-ehould be naturalized, so 
that their vote will not be lost at the 
coming election. 
Naturalization will close on August 4th, 
and naturalizations effected after that 
date will not entitle the person to vote at 
the forthcoming election in November. 
It ehould be the desire of every Demo­ 
crat in every precinct of this county to 
enroll all persons who are entitled to be­ 
come citizens by virtue of the laws relat­ 
ing to naturalization. 
The following extracts from section 
,165, United States revised statutes, 
bearing upon the same, have special 
reference to the subject: 
First papers—Any alien over 18. arriving in 
the United States, m ust have had first papers 
two years and have two w itnesses—citizens 
who have know n him in the U nited States five 
years. 
To Register—Any alien arriving lu the United 
States under 18 need not take out first papers, 
but m ust have tw o w itnesses—citizens who 
have known him five years and before he at­ 
tained his 18th y¿ar. 
Where two witnesses cannot be procured as 
above, one witness knowing the applicant the 
required tim e, aud one know ing him at least a 
a year, will suffice. 
Sea Service—Any alien having an honorable 
discharge of three years’ service in any Ameri 
can m erchant vessel, and who has taken out 
his first papers, can be adm itted to citizenship 
upon proper testim ony. 
U. S. Army—Any alien having an hororable 
discharge from the arm ies of the U nited 8ta*es, 
can be natu-allzed upon the testim ony of one 
witness, r. ithout first papers. 
Any native born fem ale or the w ife or daugh­ 
ter of a citizen, over 18 years of age, w ill bo a 
good witness. 
Last Day—August 4th is the last day 
for the naturalization of voters for the 
coming election. 
Vo‘er’s Qualifications—State, 1 year; 
county, 90 days; precinct, 30 days; age, 
21 years. 
Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the great necessity of naturalization, es­ 
pecially as the time is now so near when 
the naturalization list will be closed. 
Let every Democrat see to it, therefore, 
that his brother Democrat is enrolled in 
the naturalization list before August 4th, 
and thus swell the vote for Cleveland 
Thurm an and good government.

WONG QUE. 
Ills mission and Work In tills City 
. 
and San Francisco. 
Yesterday a H e r a ld man investigated 
into the antecedents of Wong Que, the 
high binder, who 
preferred charges 
against the Police Departm ent which 
caused such a furor during the session of 
the City Council on Monday last. It was 
learned that Que reached Los Angeles on 
May 27 or 28, last, and that he was sent 
for to San Francisco by Ah Ark, a local 
Chinese “ boss” and head manager for 
several leading Chinatown gamblers. 
Que was sent from the Tong Wo tactiou 
of the Chinese Six Companies in San 
Francisco and $50 was dispatched him by 
express for expenses. It was anticipated 
that Qae would bring to this city a trust­ 
ed lieutenant of his, named Quong Lee 
but this he did not do. The m an Lee is 
now agent for a series of tan gameB in 
Sacramento. W hen Que reached this 
city he immediately repaired to the 
house of Ah Ark and there, in a day or 
two after his arrival he was duly 
com missioned as agent to ree the 
authorities and try and “ fix” things so 
that the raiding of tan games then being 
done by the Police Department could he 
stopped. Que is an oily Celestial. 
He 
visited the Mayor’s office and that of the 
Chief of Police time and tim e again be­ 
fore he made his business known. He 
is said to have informed Mayor W ork­ 
man that several gamblers not belonging 
to the Ark syndicate were payiDg the 
city $25 per week per game for the privi­ 
lege of running them . H e would be 
willing to do the same if he were allowed 
to open up games. 
Of course this was 
news for the Mayor. Que put his foot in 
it by making such a statem ent, for the 
Mayor quietly started in to investigate. 
Meantime the raiding by the police con­ 
tinued with increasing vigor. 
Que 
then, betraying his mission, opened 
up a game for himself in Nigger 
Alley, 
just 
below 
Los 
Angeles 
street. 
He incurred the enmity 
of Ah Ark’s crowd and of other 
gamblers. 
One of Ah Ark’s men went 
to him the night Que opened up and de­ 
manded that lie pay the Ark syndicate 
$30 a week for the privilege of running or 
else the Ark crowd would kill him . Que 
told this m an, Suey Long, that he would 
not pay that m uch, and it was then, 
about the middle of June, that the hue 
and cry was raised by Que and his gang 
that highbinders had been turned loose 
to annihilate them . This scared the Ark 
faction, and an emissary in the shape of 
a special policeman, employed by the 
Ark crowa, visited Que and said that if 
$15 per week per game were paid they 
would let him alone. Que said he would 
consider the m atter, and next went and 
saw Mayor W orkman. H e is said to 
have told the Mayor all about it, and said 
that the policeman had demanded that 
he pay $15 per week per game. This is 
said to be the way the “Chinese crooked­ 
ness” was brought about, and it was on 
account of Que’s statement that mem­ 
bers of the Council desired to see Chief 
Cuddy’s administration investigated. 
A b to Que himself. He is accredited 
the most notorious highbinder and Chi­ 
nese “ case, worker” in San Francisco, and 
was sent from that city to San Quentin 
prison, where he served four years for 
larceny. He was a member of the Sup 
Wo Company of highbinders, and was 
arrested twice by Corporals Avan and 
Ilogue in San Francisco for assault to 
murder. It was Que who, with his prin­ 
cipal, “ Little Pete,” now in Folsom Pen­ 
itentiary arranged with a firm of iron­ 
mongers to “ iron” all fan tan rooms in 
Chinatown in that city. The two then 
charged enormous amounts to Chinese 
gamblers for the privilege of being al­ 
lowed to put up iron doors, walls, etc. 
“ Little Pete,” it seems, got most of the 
money collected, and refused to give Qae 
his share. This provoked enmity between 
the two, and it was the machinations prin­ 
cipally of Que that sent “ Little Pete” to 
the Penitentiary. Que, since driven out 
of fan tan playing, together with others 
of his ilk, by the Police Department, has 
lived off tho earnings of Chinese prosti­ 
tutes, and now conducts two low brothels 
in Chiu&town. In appearance he is of 
medium build with oval countenance. A 
marked feature is his very broad nose, 
which is so flat as to soem to form part of 
bis facial contour. He talks English flu­ 
ently and is one of the smoothest Celes­ 
tials in town.

UP IN SMOKE. 
A N otorious R ookery D estroyed ky 
Fire. 
John Abbott’s tumble-down rookery, 
west side of Alameda, noar Aliso street, 
was burned to the ground this morning 
at 2 o’clock.

The 
engineer and fireman of the freight train 
jumped and escaped w ith slight injuries, 
and engineer Buck of the work train also 
escaped by jumping.

W hen the 
workmen went to F ish’s assistance they 
found him fastened under the wreck and 
enveloped in a cloud of escaping steam. 
H e quietly asked the men to shut off the 
steam , and this was done. 
Fish lay 
fastened under the wreck several hours 
before a physician arrived, and his leg 
h ad to be am putated before he could be 
released. 
The engine and cars 
are 
alm ost a total wreck.”

manned by 
laborers employed on the construction of 
th e double track between Port Costa and 
Oakland, the need of which has so often 
been commented on by the press.

At its mooting the Board of Trade 
took action towards scouring the hospital 
of the Santa Fe Railroad Company for 
Los Angeles and adopted the following 
resolutions: 
W h e r e a s , The Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad Company has pro­ 
posed to the citizens of Los Angeles that 
it will build a hospital within the city 
lim its, to cost not less than $60,000, pro­ 
vided the citizens of the city will donate 
a suitable site for the same, not to bé 
less than two and one-half acres and in 
suitable locality and 
W h e r e a s , It is stated by the Surgeon 
in charge, Dr. W. W . Ross, that this 
building 
is a charitable 
institution, 
donated by the Company to its em­ 
ployees, and m aintained by the em­ 
ployees themselves, and 
W h e r e a s , The Company agrees to 
erect said building and have 
it in 
full operation within one year from the 
date of the deed to 
said site, and 
W h e r e a s , the cost of a suitable site will 
be about $7,500, $5,450 of which has al­ 
ready been raised, leaving a balance of 
about $2,050 yet to be provided, and 
W h e r e a s , the cities of San Diego, 
Santa Barbara, Pasadena and other out­ 
side places are making satisfactory offers 
to the company for said building, and 
W h e r e a s , Los Angeles city is undoubt­ 
edly the proper place for such building, 
therefore be it 
Resolved, That the business men and 
citizens of the city of Los Angeles be re­ 
spectfully requested to lend such finan­ 
cial aid as is possible, to raise the addi­ 
tional am ount necessary to have said 
building erected w ithin our city limits.

THE OUTFALL SEWER. 


T h e B ig h t o f W ay to be O btained on 
th e S u rveyor’* R eport. 
At the m eeting of the City Council 
M onday, the m atter of securing a right 
of way for the outfall sewer was turned 
over to the Sewer Committee to report on 
Monday next. This right of way will be 
based on the following report of the City 
Surveyor: 
I have completed the preliminary 
survevs for outfall sewer from San Pedro 
street'at south city boundary along said 
boundary, and following the line of the 
L. A. and I. Railroad to the Ballona 
creek 35,212 feet, w here a bridge will be 
necessary; thence leaving the railroad 
and passing across the country about 
10,825 feet to publie road leading to 
South Santa Monica, thence along public 
road about 9,000 feet to corner of post 
fence, 2,000 feet west of John Cbamock’s 
place, thence about S. 450 W. to the 
ocean beach 14,000 feet, making the en­ 
tire distance 69,037 feet. 
The various gradients found on this 
line determ ine th at the sewer shrfll be of 
the following sizes or dim ensions: 4,292 
feet of 2x3 feet, 9,000 feet of 2 feet 2 x 3

gallons in twenty-four hours and it is 
safe to say will accommodate at least 
200,000 people. The right of way should 
be obtained and vested in the city for all 
tim e, so th at if it should be found advis­ 
able to duplicate this line at any future 
period there will be 
no obstacle in 
the way. 
* 
I would suggest th at steps be táken to 
secure a strip ter feet wide on the south 
side of the Los Angeles and Independent 
railroad right of way from San Pedro 
street west wh§re the railroad right of 
way is very narrow and not sufficient to 
allow any way for sewer, but barely suf­ 
ficient for a double track railroad, which 
will probably be laid before a great while. 
This report is based on preliminary 
surveys, but is very close to what should 
be final and if the Council deBires to go 
on with the work, it will please notify 
m e and I will proceed to make final lo­ 
cation of line and a map, showing accu­ 
rately the location and nam es of property 
owners.

At the present time 
their supply is piped down from Wilming­ 
ton and is controlled by the Bannings, 
who charge 1 cent a gallon delivered at 
the docks. Even at this rate the town 
cannot get either the quantity or qual­ 
ity desired, and several attem pts have 
been made to obtain an additional ser­ 
vice. Men are now working on the Gabe 
Allen Spring, about two miles away 
in the mountains on the Palos Verdes 
R anch and have tunneled in 30 feet with 
the pleasant resnlt of obtaining a flow of 
about 2 inches. There is every indica­ 
tion th at this will be largely increased as 
ti\e work continues and the water, which 
is of th e purest quality,will then be piped 


into the town. 
It is expected that th* 
Bannings will endeavor to gain posses­ 
sion of this also, as a new company hae 
lately been formed, with a large capital, 
t > furnish the town with water.

age of Belva Lockwood. 
Against the ex­ 
Governor’s defection we can place the 
adhesion of the H on. Calvin B. Edger- 
ton, who comes over to us on the tariff 
issue. 
Such changes will be and are be­ 
ing recorded all over the United States. 
A s the New Yoik World very appositely 
says, “ as the

There are other ills that flesh 
is heir to which are s a il to fester directly 
under the patronage of those high in 
office—in some cases higher than the of­ 
fice of Chief of Police. 
Nor yet, does the H e r a l d think it 
right that the investigation should be 
confined to those now incumbents of the 
office 
of 
Chief 
of 
Police, 
of 
Police 
Commissioners. 
Let the 
inquiry take a broad range, and let 
us know w hat has been done and what 
has been proposed by our officials in re­ 
gard to gam es; to the surreptitious licen­ 
sing of the same ; to houses of ill fame 
and the allowing of some of them to ru n ; 
of propositions in favor of this game be­ 
ing connived at, and that one shut up. 
Let us know all. Let us know if a gam­ 
bler who came from Chicago was to be 
pushed relentlessly to the wall, while a 
fellow from Leadville, let us say, was to 
be passed over. 
Let us know too if a 
house of ill-fame was to go unmolested be­ 
cause the proprietor had been found 
handy as a source of information about 
gambling. 
We would not suggest that 
the inquiry should go back to variety dives 
beyond the Continental divide, as that ie 
clearly outside the jurisdiction of this 
court of inquiry. 
But there can be no 
good reason, for exam ple, why our ex­ 
cellent Mayor should not be called as a 
witness, put under oath and made to tell 
what he knows of gambling bribes under 
a Republican administration of the office 
of Police Commissioners. Let the investi­ 
gation be had openly before the public, 
and above all, before the whole Council. 
The good Mayor of this good City of the 
Angels, and his yokefellow Mr. H um ph­ 
reys, held many star-chamber meetings. 
Many people of most shady reputation 
have been wont to resort to these gather­ 
ings, and doubtless much valuable infor­ 
mation and m any plans m eant to be 
fruitful will l>e found in the m inutes of 
these meetings or treasured in the mem­ 
ories of those present.

I t can certainly do no harm to have 
the exact status of General H an ison on 
questions of interest to the Pacific Coast 
ascertained.

Senator Harrison voted to strike that 
section out. — [Congressional 
Record 
April 28, 1882, Vol. 18, P art 4, p. 3411. 
The joint anti silver record of H arri­ 
son in the Senate and Morton in the 
House is equally pronounced and nn 
mistakable. 
General Harrison voted in 
the Senate, in all stages of its passage 
againBt the bill to restrict Clónese im­ 
migration. 
Iu the House of Represen 
tatives Levi P. Morton voted, in all the 
stages of its passage, against the Bland 
bill to remonetize silver. 
H >w is that 
for a Pacific Coast ticket? Against silver, 
and in favor of Chinese. 


O tve IJi th e B o t t o m 1 'a c tii 
There is probably no man in Lob An­ 
geles who would like to see Chief of 
Police Cuddy retain his position if that 
official has been * derelict in his duty. 
On the other hand, the sense of fair play 
in this community is too strong to admit 
of a successful persecution of a faithful 
official. 
Statem ents by Chinese high­ 
binders and ex-Chinese convicts will 
am ount to nothing ii unsupported by 
credible testimony. 
The present inves­ 
tigation of our police affairs is based on 
charges made by a Chinam an, and writ­ 
ten in the hand of a Caucasian. 
They 
are not supported by oath, and when a 
m em ber of tVie Council very sensibly 
naked the City Clerk how they came to 
be on his desk the President of the 
Council 
interfered 
very 
psremp- 
torily to interrupt the answer. This 
is áo t the way such charges should 
be preferred.

PROVISIONS OF THE HILL. 
The first section pro ides that whoever 
as a laborer, workman or mechanic has 
been employed hv, or on behalf of, the 
Government of tiie United States since 
the 25th day of June, 18C8, the date of 
the act constituting eight hours a day 
work (whether engaged at a price per 
day, on piecew ork or task work) shall 
he paid for each eight hours he has been 
employed as for a full day’s work, w ith­ 
out any reduction on account of the re­ 
duction of the hours of labor. 
The second section provides that all 
claims for labor, so performed, in excess 
of eight hours per day, is hereby referred 
to the Court of Claims, to be adjudicated 
upon the basis th at eight hours consti­ 
tuted a day’s work, and are to be paid

judgm ent

num ber of claim ants may join in the 
same suit, and provided further that any 
am ount allowed under this act shall only 
be paid to such claim ant in person or his 
personal representatives. 
The bill for the admission of the State 
of Washington was taken up and was 
left unfinished business, after which the 
Senate adjourned.

There were two pending am endm ents 
coming from yesterday, one offered by 
Wise, o ’ Virginia, repealing the tax on 
cigars, cheroots and cigarettes, and one 
of Snowden, of Pennsylvania, abolishing 
tiie tax on spirits distilled from apples, 
peaches and other fruits.

Mr. W ise’s am endm ent was defeated, 
43 to 78, and Snowden’s was withdrawn! 
Nichols, of North Carolina, offered an 
am endm ent repealing all internal taxes. 
Rejected. 
Snowden again offered his am endm ent 
abolishing the tax on fruit spirits. A 
long debate ensued. 
The rem ark of Cowles, of North Caro­ 
lina, to the effect that the Republican 
party was in favor of squandering the 
surplus in ill-deserved pensions, met 
with severe criticisms from MUliken, of 
Maine, and Williams, of Ohio, the latter 
of whom declared every soldier who 
could produce an honorable discharge 
deserved a pension.

F o u r l l i A n n u a l R e p o r t o f t h e Com< 
m i s s i o n . 
W a s h in g to n , July 17.—The fotirth an ­ 
nual report of the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion was made public to-day. 
A large 
part of the report is devoted to statistics 
of uninteresting cuaracter. 
Between 
January, 1886, and June, 1887, 15,852 
persons were exam ined. 10,846 of whom 
successfully pas ed. The percentage of 
failure was 34 female and 18 m ale. Oi 
the successful applicants 4,443 have re 
ceived appointments. The report recom­ 
mends an extension of the classified 
service to embrace the employees of the 
Railway Mail Service, the field employees 
of the Indian and Labor Bureaus, the In ­ 
dian schools, graded clerks in the Quar­ 
termaster-General’s office, and W ar De­ 
partm ent. The report concludes with a 
statem ent of the practical effects of the 
Civil Service Act and Rules. The condi­ 
tions existing in the Civil Service before 
the approval of the act and the im prove­ 
m ent in the service under the law and 
the rules are reviewed, and objections to 
the law are stated and answered at some 
length. Among the concluding para­ 
graphs of the report is the following: 
The Civil Service Act has been in force 
over four years, part of the tim e under 
one party, and part under th a t of an­ 
other. That there has been 
accom­ 
plished in its execution all that its san­ 
guine friends expected, is not claimed, 
but it may be said th at the results of its 
execution is shown the wisdom of the 
principle of divorcing the subordinate 
officers of the Government from politics 
and selections, and making continuance 
in office dependent, not upon party ser­ 
vice, but upon m erit and good behavior. 
In this respect the law has produced re­ 
sults which are not extravagantly de­ 
scribed as surprising. 
The report was prepared by Commis­ 
sioner Oberly, and is signed by thq three 
members of the Commission, Lym an dis­ 
sent iug from the regulation of 1887 re­ 
quiring certifiest on to the h ad of an 
office of the whole list of eligibles fir 
promotion.

(Green and Barren’s im provement propo 
sition. The House conferees exp eis a 
willingness to accept the Senate proposi­ 
tion to purchase the Green and Barren 
property, but hold out sturdily against 
the others. 
Favorable action has been taken by th e 
House Committee on M ilitary A flrrs on 
Lee’s resolution calling on the Secretary 
of the Interior for information relative to 
application for pensions by officers of the 
United States Navy and Marine corps,, 
who served honorably through the Mexi­ 
can war, but whose nam es were dropped 
from the rolls because of their action in 
joining the Confederate forces. The Com­ 
missioner of Pensions has refused to grant 
applications for pensions in such cases. 
The latter resolution was reported to the 
House and adopted. 


DIPLOMATIC APPOINTMENTS. 
The President to-dav nominated the 
following United States M inisters Resi­ 
dent to be Envoys Extraordinary and 
Ministers Plenipotentiary at the courts 
where they are now stationed: Lam bert 
Tree, of Illinois, Belgium ; Robert Roose­ 
velt, New York, N etherlands; Rufus 
Magee, Indiana, Sweden and Norway; 
Charles L. Scott, Alabama, Venezuela. 
The President also nom inated John E. 
Bacon, of South Carolina, now Charge 
«’Affaires, to be M inister Resident of the 
U nited States to Paraguay and Uruguay ; 
Samuel 8. Sears, of Nevada, to be agent 
for the Indians of the Nevada Agency, 
in Nevada. 


SELECT LABOR COMMITTEE. 
The select House Committee on the 
Importation of Contract 
and Pauper 
Labor will first visit New York and Bos­ 
ton, and latsr in the season will probably 
proceed to San Francisco to inquire into 
the Chinese labor question. Morrow, the 
California member of the Committee, 
says operations of the Committee will not 
in any way be allowed to affect the 
prompt action of. Congress upon the 
pending bill to give effect to the new 
Chinese treaty, but will be mainly devot­ 
ed to the ascertainm ent of facts attending 
the im porting of Chinese labor through 
the British Columbia frontier. This will 
probably necessitate a visit bv tho Com­ 
mittee to Port Townsend, and if the alle­ 
gations are borne out to the satisfation of 
the Committee it is expected th at the 
recommendation will be made th at nego­ 
tiations be commenced with the Gov­ 
ernm ent of G reat Britain looking to the 
imposition of proper restrictions on this 
kind of immigration. 


MORE VETOES. 
The President to-day vetoed four pri­ 
vate pension bills. 
The first granted a 
pension to th e widow of John Herbsfc, 
who enlisted in 1862. 
In August 1864 
he was captured by the enemy. 
After 
his capture he joined the Confederate 
forces and was recaptured by the Union 
arm y aud then explained that he desert­ 
ed the enemy to escape the hardship of 
prison life, and was released and m us­ 
tered out Octo jer 11,1865. The disabil­ 
ity for which his widow now asks for a 
pension, the President says, quite likely 
resulted from exposure in the Confeder­ 
ate arm y, and ad d s: 
The greatest possible sym pathy and 
consideration 
are due to those who 
bravely fought, and being captured, as 
bravely languished in Rebel prisons. I 
will take no -part in putting on the 
pension roll which represents 
Union 
soldiers, a soldier found fighting against 
the cause he swore he would uphold, 
nor should it be for a m om ent adm itted 
that such desertion and treachery are 
excused, when it avoids the rigors of 
honorable capture and confinement. 
It 
would have been a sad condition of 
affairs if every captured Union soldier 
had deemed himself justified in fighting 
against his Government rather than !<► 
undergo the privations of prison life.

story of the plot to a Bohemian, who in 
turn detailed it to Inspector Bonfield 
about ten days ago. 
I t seems that since 
the execution of the Anarchists a move­ 
m ent was started among their followers 
in Chicago, to do business at the old 
stand. It was concluded that the groups 
as reorganized should have no more than 
three member each, with each of the 
three members well acquainted with the 
others. 
By this arrangem eut it was 
thought that “ squealing” in the ranks 
would become a lost art. The three men 
arrested to-day constituted a group, and 
in their hands was left the pleasant occu­ 
pation of blowing up residences until the 
act of last November was considered 
fully 


W IPED OUT IN BLOOD. 
The group had no regular m eeting 
place, but casually met as friends 
over a glass of beer concocted their 
bloody schemes. 
It was agreed that 
Grinnell’s bouse should go up first, and 
Judge Gary’s next and last Saturday 
nigbt was the time set for carrying out 
the plot. 
Inspector Bonfield was the 
third man doomed to die, but just how 
had not been fully decided upon. 
On 
July 4th, Kroneck examined the prem­ 
ises of Judge Grinnell with a view to the 
habits of its 
occupants. 
W hen he 
reported 
to

that 
night the enormity of the offense began 
to dawn upon Chebowa. who made up 
his mind to ask a friend tor advice. The 
latter hurried to the Police Department 
and told his story. 
In the houses of the 
three meu numerous weapons 
were 
found and dynam ite enough to have 
blown up the largest house in the city. 
It is stated in this connection that K ron­ 
eck and Chapck were intimate friends 
of Louis Lingg, the bomb-maker, and 
both were arrested after the Hay m arket 
riot. 
Chief H ubbard says there will be 
more arrests made to-night,but refuses to 
give further information. 


THE 8TORY OF TH E PLOT. 
Inspector Bonfield told the story of the 
Ítlot and the capture. 
He said : The 
act that a conspiracy existed came to 
me from a Bohemian on the west side 
whose name I will not give. We learned 
the whereabouts of the men last night 
and secured warrants for their arrest. 
Besides Lieutenant Elliott and four of 
his men we had two other officers along 
who spoke Bohemian. 
The first place 
visited was 2052 Farrell street, where 
Kroneck, the chief of the trio, lived. We 
arrived there about 4 o’clock this morn­ 
ing and concluded not to enter, but 
to wait for developments. 
The fel­ 
low came out about 
7 o ’clock and 
we arrested him without difficulty, he 
being taken entirely by surprise. 
His 
nam e is John Kroneck, and his age is 
about thirty. We searched the house 
and fouud a small portion of dynam ite. 
We also found over two dozen bombs, 
about four inches long, of cast iron. 
Lieutenant Mahoney 
was 
then tele­ 
phoned to and arrested Frank Chapek, at 
498 Twentieth street. 
Cbapek’s house 
was not searched. 
Chebowa was then 
arrested by our party. In his custody 
was found eight half-pound packages of 
dynam ite, labeled .Etna No. 2, and some 
bombs, the same as tbose found on Far­ 
rell street. 
The prisoners will be prose­ 
cuted under Section 54, which provides

ANARCHISTS 
FOILED 


W holesale D ynam iting: O pportunely 
In te rru p te d —B ow les' S tory 
C orroborated.

Chicago, July 17.—By bold, timely 
action, Inspector Bonfield this morning 
probably saved the lives of him self and 
Judges Gary and tirinnell. 
In a small 
frame house, near Ashland avenue and 
Thirty-third street, were found twelve 
dynam ite bomba, a revolver and a knife, 
an d as the owner of the articles stepped 
to the sidewalk he was arrested by Bon­ 
field in person and taken to the police 
station. Two other arrests were made 
later. W hen questioned as to what the 
prisoners intended to do, Bonfield con­ 
fined himself to saying: There was a 
conspiracy of long standing, and it was 
about to be put into execution. They 
intended to use dynam ite on Judge Gary. 
Judge Grinnell and myself. The chief 
prisoner is an old-time anarchist and was 
prom inent in the schemes of the Hay- 
m arket times. 
Before making the arrest Bonfield had 
the house surrounded by five picked ofli 
cers. Just as daylight was breaking the In ­ 
spector was joined in the vicinity by a 
stranger, and a few moments later a man 
emerged from the house. 
The stranger 
nudged Bonfield and the order was given 
to the officers to close in on the m an. He 
made a desperate fight but was quickly 
overpowered and placed in the charge of 
tw o officers. 
Bonfield and the other of­ 
ficers then rushed into the house. They 
were met on the 6tairs by a woman, the 
wife of the man who had been captured 
b ut Bhe was brushed aside and the police, 
guided by the stranger, entered the hall 
bed-room, where, hidden away in a 
com er, the Inspector found an even 
dozen dynamite cartridges wrapped in 
brown paper. 
Further search of the 
room disclosed, hidden in the bed, a 
large revolver and a dagger. 
Some 
bundles of letters and other papers were 
also taken care of by the-police. 
Then 
th e patrol wagon was called and the 
prisoner was taken to the station. 
The 
officers next went to a house some dis­ 
tance away, which, it is supposed, was 
-3,015 Quinn street. 
Here the two other 
arrests were made and these captives 
were also taken to the Central station. 
Inspector Bonfield is reported to have 
said privately that the plot was a well 
arranged one. About twenty determined 
m urderers were in the conspiracy, and 
they were to meet at a certain house 
after midnight to-night to proceed to the 
homes of Grinnel, Gary, Bonfield, Frank 
W alker, General Stiles and others promi­ 
nent in the prosecution of the H aym arket 
assassins. 
Dynamite was to be placed 
beneath the houses of these, and the 
powerful explosives were to be touched 
off simultaneously. The Board of Trade 
was to be blown to the sky at the same 
tim e and a wholesale reign of terror in­ 
augurated.

One of the most radical and uncompro­ 
mising planks in the Republican plat­ 
form is that which declares Republican 
opposition to Chinese cheap labor. The 
declaration is absolute, and puts the Re­ 
publican party in the position of affirm­ 
ing that it will be satisfied with nothing 
less than the complete exclusion of the 
Chinese from this country. The plank 
reads as follows: 
We declare our hostility to the intro­ 
duction into this country of foreign con­ 
tract labor and of Chinese labor, alien to 
our civilization ami our Constitution; and 
ue demand the rigid enforcement of the 
existing laws against it, and favor such 
immediate legislation as will exclude such 
labor from our shores. 
Thus the Convention before proceeding 
to ballot for candidates put on record its 
unqualified denunciation of a 
policy 
which several aspirants for the nomina­ 
tion have advocated emphatically. 
Can 
the Convention, with any regard to con­ 
sistency, ask a candidate to stand upon a 
platform which he has opposed and con­ 
dem ned ? 
How can any of the Senator­ 
ial candidates who have advocated Mon­ 
golian immigration and insisted that the 
Chinese should have equal rights in this 
country with the Germans, Irish or other 
emigrants 
from 
Europe,

platform? 
Must the candidate openly recant, or 
shall he 6eek pardon and absolution, or 
avail himself of a sentim ental statute of 
lim itations? 
W ith the record of the 
candidate as embodied in the official 
journals of Congress at war with the R e­ 
publican platform, who will furnish the 
explanations and apologies needed? A 
newspaper or a prominent member of a 
party may be out of line with the views 
of tbe majority on any im portant sub­ 
ject, but in such a case the party is not 
responsible or open to the charge of in­ 
consistency. 
But if a National Conven­ 
tion should nominate a pro-Cbínese can­ 
didate and put him on an anti-Chinese 
platform, who could expect the official 
contradiction?

Mr. M ackay argued with the views 
taken by Mr. Brown. 
Mr. Day was in favor of adopting th e 
division for the reason that if adopted 
there would probably be some objections, 
and then the Freeholders could take the 
m atter out of the charter. 
Mr. Brown’s am endment was lost, and 
the boundaries of wards as described 
were adopted. 
Mr. Mackay gave notice to reconsider 
before the final adoption of the charter 
The m atter of the payment of claims 
and demands was referred to a committee 
consisting of Messrs. EstudiJlo, Robin­ 
son and Mackay. 
W hen the section providiug that the 
city was not liable for the acts of its 
officials was reached, Colonel Dunkel­ 
berger objected to the city pleading the 
“ baby act,” and moved that this section 
be stricken out. A city should be liable 
for the acts of its officers. 
Messrs. Mackay, Brown and Moore 
also took this view of the matter. 
The motion to strike out this section 
was carried. 
The Board then adjourned.

But Miss Davenport’s in­ 
genuity divests this distinguishing and 
unique feature of all monotouy by de­ 
lightful and refreshing variations in the 
treatm ent of it. 
In the first act our in­ 
tently appreciative orbs observe a very 
fiue dem onstration of the law of equil­ 
ibrium in the adroit, If somewhat peril­ 
ous m anner in which she poises, grief 
stricken, on the prostrate form of her de­ 
ceased husband. 
In the second, the ani­ 
mating support of gratified vengeance. 
In the third, a neat exposition of that 
tiresome and inscrutable old Sphinx 
riddle of the enigmatical animal that 
walks first on four legs, then on two, 
then on three, 
in 
a transcendental 
m anner. 
In the fourth, an enlivening 
and vivifying 
introduction 
of child­ 
hood’s chief diversion 
of “ see-saw,” 
with the “ now you go up, and now you 
go down” principle greatly accentuated. 
The irrepressible elasticity with which 
Miss Davenport “ went up,” after having 
very forcibly “ gone down,” removes the 
chief objection of fond mamas to their 
offspring improvising temporary tobog­ 
gan slides w ith the assistance of the 
sofa and the m aternal cutting board; in 
fact, many mamas turned their backs 
on that drop curtain, convinced, by ocu­ 
lar evidence, of the harmless nature of 
the sport.

He does not allow his heroine 
any gay or light veins which always 
serve to intensify the dark shades of pas­ 
sion and render them electrifying. 
The 
plot is developed too rapidly; and the 
abrupt confession in the second act re­ 
laxes 
the 
interest somewhat, while 
the 
delicately 
veneered 
suggestive­ 
ness that attracts 
at 
times is vul­ 
garized into a broadness that repels. 
But it is a play of ungoverned passions 
and'as such, if it did not enlist the warm­ 
est sym pathies of the cool-headed Ameri­ 
can audience, it at least riveted their 
attention. 
Miss Davenport is a talented, cultured 
woman, but she is not a genius. 
She 
lacks, above all, quiet, veiled concentra­ 
tion. 
“ Fedora” is an impulsive, deter­ 
mined woman, and, considering 
her 
“ strong provocations, bitter, burning 
wrongs,” Miss Davenport’s defense of 
Loris seems almost inconsistent; while 
her exulting, trium phant glee, at an ac­ 
knowledgment that confirms her suspi­ 
cions, has a superficial ring to it. There 
is a marked improvement in the third 
act; and, in Die fourth, she entirely re­ 
deems herself. 
Then it is that she 
attains the polish of the true artist. Her 
“ Fedora” is the embodiment of the lov­ 
ing, nervous, repentent, fearing woman. 
As she pleads with Loris, her voice 
softens 
to 
a 
doubtful, 
coaxing 
sobbing-like quality that is most flexible 
and magnetic. 
The hesitating, trem u­ 
lous prayers for pardon, the fierce love, 
the soulful remorse, the great horror of 
death, and the vivid imagination and 
feeble, wandering gestures of the dying 
woman, are adm irably portrayed, and 
evince an intellectual comprehension, 
and an appropriation of the capabilities 
of the scene, which, in conjunction with 
a majestic and voluptuous presence, an 
undulating an imperious 
movement, 
beautiful arm s, bust and chin and a 
sweet smile, succeeds in insuring the 
enjoyment and compelling the adm ira­ 
tion of her hearers. 
Mr. Melbourne McDowell rendered 
Miss Davenport ad exceptionally good 
support. Though somewhat affected in 
his gestures and poses, stagey in his car­ 
riage, and inclined a trifle to rant in his 
declamations, he 
invested the char­ 
acter of 
“ Loris 
Ipanoff” with im­ 
passioned emotion 
and keen feeling. 
There is some fault to be found in h i9 
enunciation which is not always reso­ 
nant, put prone to rage on “ the cheap 
and chippy chopper” order. His apprecia­ 
tion of thestatueeque is quite pardonable, 
however, for he is the possessor of a 
magnificent physique, aud his facial ex­ 
pression is remarkably good. 
The ac­ 
cusation that Mr. McDowell brutalizes 
the representation in the last act íb un­ 
just, for while his action is, to say the 
least, rather vigorous, the author's de­ 
lineation hardly adm its of that “ sweet 
souled 
endurance which makes clean 
the iron hands of anger.” 
Miss Sadie Montgomery’s efforts well 
m erited the frequent applause .of the 
spectators, which greated her appearance 
astb e “ Countess Olgo Soukareff. ” 
Mr. T. McCullough Ross and Mr. 
Charles J . Edmonds enacted their respec­ 
tive roles with m uch credit.
